Monday was his “tidying-up” day. Faith- 
fully he had been the rounds collecting 
‘the odd hymn books that had been left 
lying about, straightening the chairs and 
“sweeping up the litter from the floor. His 
‘task was almost complete as he stood 
“with his dustpan and brush in his hand. 
He looked rather tired and a little dis- 
concerted although his words were few. 
Something else spoke so loudly that 
“words were unneccessary, for in the 
dustpan was a pile of sweet wrappings 
and nutshells. 
_ The dustpan preached a Monday

Circumstances Cannot 


Alexander H. Kerr was converted un- 
der the ministry of Dwight L. Moody at 
the age of fourteen, and joined the Pres- 
byterian Church at Philadelphia. In 1902 
Mr. Kerr read a book entitled Judah’s 
Sceptre and Joseph's Birthright, by Bish- 
op Allen. In his book, Bishop Allen re- 
ferred to the vow Jacob made in Gene- 
sis 28, where we find the following 
words, “Of all that thou shalt give me, I 
will surely give the tenth unto thee.” 
Twenty years later this same Jacob re- 
turned to his home with servants and 
cattle in great abundance; he thus be- 
came one of the rich men of the East as 


a result of keeping his covenant of 
tithing with the Lord God. 

With some doubts, but with a sincere 
desire to test if the Bible is true, to prove 
without a shadow of doubt that there is 
a personal God and that His promises 
are from everlasting to everlasting, and 
that they are intended for people of this 
day, Mr. Kerr, on June 1, 1902, made a 
special covenant to set aside a certain 
percentage of his income for the work 
of the Lord. At that time he had a mort- 
gage on his little home, owed many ob- 
ligations, and was burdened with cares 
and worries especially of a financial na- 
ture. However, he determined to prove 
God as did Jacob. Proverbs 3:9, 10; 
Leviticus 27:30-32; Genesis 14:20 and 
13:2; especially Malachi 3:7-18. 

Mr. Kerr often remarked that if mod- 
ern-day skeptics wanted proof that there 
is a God, and that the Bible is His Holy 
Word and all its promises are true, all 
that is necessary is to tithe for one year, 
and God will prove to them without 
doubt that He is “the same yesterday, 


tal have been uttered and the benedic- 
tion pronounced.

and today, and forever.” Within three 
months after Mr. Kerr began to tithe, 
unexpected and unforeseen blessings 
came to him—so much so that it seemed 
to him that God had thus opened his 
eyes to behold His love and His faithful- 
ness to His promises, ‘especially made in 
regard to tithing or giving one-tenth. 
His Faith Did Not Waver 

That same year Mr. Kerr, with a very 
small capital but with strong faith in 
God's tithing promises contained in Mal- 
achi 3:10-12, organized the firm known 
as the Kerr Glass Manufacturing Com- 
pany which became one of the largest 
firms selling fruit jars in the United 
States. The jars were manufactured for 
him in San Francisco. At the time of the 
San Francisco earthquake this firm was 
manufacturing his fruit jars. Mr. Kerr 
had put practically every cent he had 
in the world into this fruit jar enter- 
prise, and then came the earthquake! 
His friends came to him and said: “Kerr, 
you are a ruined man.” He replied, “I 
don't believe it; or if I am, then the 
Bible is not true; I know God will not 
go back on His promises.” He wired to 
San Francisco, and received the follow- 
ing reply: 

“Your factory is in the heart of the fire, 
and undoubtedly is destroyed. The heat 
is so intense we will be unable to find 
out anything for some days.” 

What a time of testing this was! But 
his faith in the Lord never wavered. He 
believed Malachi 3:11 and stood on this 
promise, unmoved. About a week after 
the earthquake and fire, a second tele- 
gram arrived saying: 

“Everything for a mile and a half on 
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all sides of the factory burned: but your 
factory was miraculously saved.” 
“Scripture Cannot Be Broken” 

Mr. Kerr immediately boarded a train 
for San Francisco. This factory was a 
two-story wooden building containing 
the huge tanks where the glass was 
melted, which tanks were kept at 2500 
degrees; oil was used for fuel, and there- 
fore this building was the most inflam- 
mable in San Francisco. The fire had 
raged on all sides of this glass factory, 
creeping up to the wooden fence sur- 
rounding the building and even scorch- 
ing it; then the flames and fire leaped 
around and over and beyond the build- 
ing, burning everything in its path. 
However, not even the wooden fence 
was burned, nor the building, and not a 
single glass jar was cracked by earth- 
quake or fire! This was nothing short of 
a miracle of God’s divine power in pro- 
tecting this man who held his faith that 
God’s promises made to those who tithe 
would never be broken by any circum- 
stances! 

In 1912 Mr. Kerr wrote his first leaflet 
on the subject of tithing, entitled God’s 
Cure for Poverty. This was followed by 
another tract entitled God's Loving 
Money Rule for Your Financial Pros- 


perity. Every case of fruit jars that left 
the factory contained one of these leaf- 
lets. He advertised to give them away to 
people who would judiciously scatter 
them — bearing the entire cost himself. 
From 1912 to the time of his death, 
February 9, 1924, he had freely distrib- 
uted more than five million of these 
leaflets! 

Three weeks before his death he ad- 
dressed the members of the First Bap- 
tist Church of Riverside, Calif., on the 
blessings and riches of tithing posses- 
sions, income and increase. Every busi- 
ness in which he was interested tithed. 
His returns were so great that he created 
a Tithing Fund and had it incorporated. 
His tithing gifts went around the world, 
for he was deeply interested in missions 
ai home and abroad. He gave liberally. 

He was greatly interested in the dis- 
tribution of Testaments, Gospels and re- 
ligious literature. He rose from poverty 
to millions because he believed that God 
would honor His promise to pour out 
His blessings today upon any man or 
woman who would accurately and care- 
fully tithe or set aside one-tenth of his 
or her possessions, salary or income for 
spiritual purposes.

The Queen Also Sitting By Him

In Nehemiah, the second chapter, we 
read of the commission that was granted 
to Nehemiah “in the twentieth year of 
Artaxerxes the king,” to go to Jerusalem 
to rebuild the walls and to set up the 
gates of “the city of his fathers’ sepul- 
chres.” Nehemiah made the request that 
he be sent, and in verse six we read, 
“And the king said unto me, (the queen 
also sitting by him,) For how long shall 
thy journey be? and when wilt thou re- 
turn? So it pleased the king to send me, 
and I set him a time.” 

Why is mention made of the fact that 
the queen was sitting by him? And who 
was the queen? To many the allusion to 
the queen has appeared to be without 
significance, and no interest has been 
manifested in her identity. 

In the Comprehensive Bible, publish- 
ed more than a hundred years ago in 
London, a copy of which I am fortunate 
enough to possess, and which contains 
more marginal references and notations 
of a philological and explanatory nature 
than any other Bible with which I am 
familiar, we find opposite Nehemiah 2:7 
this notation, “It was probably Esther 
who was present at the time, and who 
seconded Nehemiah’s request.” And in 
Jamieson, Fausset & Brown’s Comme- 
tary we find this comment, “The queen 
referred to was probably Esther, whose 
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presence would tend greatly to embold- 
en Nehemiah in stating his request; and 
through her influence powerfully ex- 
erted it may be supposed, also by her 
sympathy with the patriotic design, his 
petition was granted, to go as deputy- 
governor to Judea, accompanied by a 
military guard, and invested with full 
powers to obtain materials for the build- 
ing in Jerusalem, as well as to get all 
requisite aid in promoting his enter- 
prise.” 


It will be seen at once that, if the 
queen referred to was Esther, the Ar- 
taxerxes of the second chapter of Ne- 
hemiah must have been the Ahasuerus 
of the book of Esther, and since it was 
“in the twentieth year of Artaxerxes” 
that the request of Nehemiah was made, 
and the marriage of Esther to Ahasuerus 
took place in the seventh year of his 
reign, Esther, at the time Nehemiah 
made his request had been the queen of 
Persia for thirteen years. Just after her 
elevation to the position of queen she 
ventured to approach the king with fear 
and trembling, not knowing whether he 
would grant her an audience or give an 
order that she be peremptorily executed 
for having intruded uninvited into his 
presence; but, thirteen years having 
gone by, and the king having become 
greatly attached to her, as a result of her 


wisdom and sound advice which he hac 
frequently heard and heeded, she was 
now privileged to sit by his side and be 
recognized by those who approachec 


him as his queen, and therefore worthy 
| 


of royal honor. (| 


It will be seen, also, by the thoughtfu 
student, that if the queen alluded to wa 
Esther, and the Artaxerxes made meni 
tion of was the Ahasuerus of Esther, the 
book of Esther which follows, canonical] 
ly, the books of Ezra and Nehemiah) 
must be regarded as preceding, histori 
cally and chronologically, the book o: 
Nehemiah. And in the Companion Bibld 
we are assured that such is the case, anc 
also that a part of Nehemiah is to be re: 
garded as preceding Ezra, and that parts 
of Ezra and Nehemiah are parallel, re 
cording the same events. 

Those who have read my Studies ix 
Daniel have observed that I identified 
the Artaxerxes of Nehemiah 2:7 with the 
Ahasuerus of the book of Esther, ane 
also with the “Darius the Median” 9: 
Daniel 5:31. No authority was given fo: 
this identification, but the conclusicp 
reached could have been supported bs 
the authority of able scholars. That al} 
scholars are not in agreement concer: 
ing the matter must be conceded, and ij 
is perhaps true that the rank and file 9 
them have not accepted the conclusics 
that the Artaxerxes of Nehemiah 2:7 i 
the same as the Ahasuerus of Esther, ane 
that Cyrus was born of the union og 
Ahasuerus and Esther, and was there¢ 
fore half Jew. 

Corroborative evidence might hav# 
been introduced by referring the reade: 
to Appendix 57 in the Companion Bibil 
where we have an extended and learnec 
discussion of “The Line of the Persiaz 
Kings.” The evidence there adduced is 
in my mind, absolutely convincing. And 
as we have already seen, other authori} 
have been in agreement with the co 
clusion that the Ahasuerus of Esther anal 
the Artaxerxes of Nehemiah are identi 
cal. Ahasuerus and Artaxerxes are no 
proper names but appelatives, like Phaj 
raoh, Shah, Kaiser, Czar, etc., a long lin} 
of kings, each in turn, being thus desig 
nated. This fact has caused great conp 
fusion at times and accounts for the fac! 
that many mistakes have been made if 
identifying kings who have borne thes} 
titles and the records of whose reigi} 
are more or less scanty. \ 

It has been supposed that the Xerxe# 
of profane history; the king of Persizi) 
who endeavored on such an elaborati 
scale to invade and conquer Greece, anuj. 
who was so signally frustrated in his ded) 
sign, is to be identified with the Ahas} 
uerus of the book of Esther, and _ thi}, 
supposition has necessitated placing th 
events recorded in the book of Esthed 
much later, chronologically, than wy 
place them. The identification of Xerxed) 
with Ahasuerus is made in many histo») 
ies and encyclopedias, and those wh} 
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consult these authorities in search of in- 
formation accept the conclusions as au- 
thoritative, and so write and speak ac- 
ordingly. But it must not be forgotten 
at many scholars have erred grievously 
in the past, and that even though a state- 
ment is made in a history or encyclo- 
pedia it is no bona fide evidence that it 
is true. 

In my possession is a work in two vol- 
mes that at the present time is very 


hard to procure, as it has been out of 
print for many years. The copy of this 
ork which I possess was once in the 
brary of the noted Dr. Enoch Pond, 
able preacher, teacher, aud author of 
numerous volumes. It is entitled, “The 
Old and New Testaments Connected,” 
by Humphrey Prideaux, D. D., Dean 
_ of Norwich. This work was regarded, at 
the time it was published, and for many 
years thereafter, as one of the most 
scholarly and authoritative ever written. 
_ And Dean Prideaux identifies the Artax- 
erxes of Nehemiah with the Ahasuerus 
f Esther. I quote from the first volume, 
page 242: 
_ “He is said to have been the handsom- 
est person of the age in which he lived, 
and to have been a prince of a very mild 
and generous disposition; he is called by 
the Greek historians Makrocheir, or 
Longimanus (i. e. the Long-handed), 
by reason of the more than ordinary 
length of his hand; for they were so 
Jong, that on his standing upright, he 
ould touch his knees with them. But in 
cripture he hath the name of Ahasuer- 
s, as well as that of Artaxerxes, and was 
the same who had Esther for his queen.” 
r. Prideaux adds, “I acknowledge there 
re two very great men, whose opinions 
iffer from me herein, Archbishop Usher 
nd Joseph Scaliger.” 
_ Prideaux then proceeds to tell us what 
the conclusions of Usher and Scaliger 
“were. Usher held “that it was Darius 
Hystaspes that was the King Ahasuerus 
who married Esther; and that Atossa 
was the Vashti, and Artystona the Esth- 
‘ of the holy scriptures,” and Scaliger’s 
pinion was “that Xerxes was the Ahas- 
uerus, and Hamestris his queen, the 
Esther of the holy scriptures,’ and Pri- 
deaux states that “his main reason for it 
is, the similitude that is between the 
“names of Hamestris and Esther.” He 
shows, however, that Scaliger could not 
“have been right in his conclusion for 
+ the reason that, although there is a sim- 
' ilarity between their names, the dis- 
similarity of their characters proves the 
contrary, Hamestris, the queen of Xer- 
_ _xes being guilty of numerous crimes, 
_ among them the crime of adultery, his- 
torical proof of which is not lacking; 
. therefore she could not have been the 
‘Esther of the Bible; and besides, it is 
an historical fact that Xerxes had a son 
by Hamestris that was marriageable in 
the seventh year of his reign, and Esther 
ee a 
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was not married to Ahasuerus until that 
time. See Esther 2:16. 

In McClintock & Strong’s Cyclopedia 
numerous reasons are given for beliey- 
ing as Scaliger believed, namely, that 
Ahasuerus is to be identified with Xer- 
xes. | have examined these reasons care- 
fully, and not one of them can be re- 
garded as final. Taken together, they 
have failed to convince me. On the other 
hand, the evidence presented by Pri- 
deaux that the Ahasuerus of Esther and 
the Artaxerxes of Nehemiah are the 
same person is quite convincing. I quote 
again: 

“The ancientest and best evidences 
that can be had of this matter, are from 
the Greek versions of the sacred text, 
called the Septuagint, the apocryphal 
additions to the book of Esther, and Jo- 
sephus; and all these agree for Artax- 
erxes Longimanus. For Josephus posi- 
tively tells us it was he; and the Septua- 
gint, through the whole book of Esther, 
wherever the Hebrew text hath Ahasu- 
erus, translate Artaxerxes; and the apoc- 
ryphal additions to that book every- 
where call the husband of Esther, Artax- 
erxes, who could be none other than 
Artaxerxes Longimanus; for there are 
several circumstances related of him, 
both in the canonical and apocryphal 
Esther, which by no means can be ap- 
plicable to the other Artaxerxes, called 
Mnemon. And the extraordinary favor 
and kindness which Artaxerxes Longi- 
manus showed the Jews beyond all 
other kings that reigned in Persia . . 
can scarce be accounted for on any other 
reason, but that they had in his bosom 
such a powerful advocate as Esther to 
solicit for them.” - 

Rawlinson, noted historian, tells us 
that “there is every reason to believe 
that he was the king who sent Nehemiah 
to Jerusalem, and sanctioned the restor- 
ation of the fortifications.” The Com- 
panion Bible, not only identifies this 
Artaxerxes with the Ahasuerus of Esther, 
but also, with the Astyages of profane 
history. It informs us that he was, not 
only a brother-in-law of Nebuchadnez- 
zar, but that when he acted in commis- 
sioning Nehemiah, he was acting in his 
capacity as an appointed administrator 
ot the affairs of Babylon during the tem- 
porary illness of Nebuchadnezzar who 
at that time was still afflicted with the 
mental madness so graphically de- 
scribed in the fourth chapter of Daniel. 
Il have not been able, outside of the 
Companion Bible, to find evidence that 
Astyages thus administered the king- 
dom, but there is historical evidence of 
undisputed value that the Median prin- 
cess Nebuchadnezzar married was a 
daughter of Cyaxares who was the fa- 
ther of Astyages, and therefore Nebu- 
chadnezzar must have been a brother- 
in-law of Astyages. And if the supposi- 
tion that he was appointed administra- 
tor of the affairs of Babylon during the 


mental illness of Nebuchadnezzar is 
merely a supposition, and not an estab- 
lished historical fact, it is certainly a 
most reasonable one. 


__ According to the apocryphal book of 
Tobit (14:15), Ahastierus and Nebu- 
chadnezzar were associated together in 
the conquest of Nineveh, which brought 
Babylonia to the forefront as a world 
power, displacing the Assyrian empire. 
It was at that time, or just before that 
time, that an alliance was formed be- 
tween Babylonia and Media, and as a~ 
result of this alliance the most friendly 
relations existed between the two goy- 
ernments for fully half a century; and it 
was during this half-century that Nebu- 
chadnezzar reigned. At the time of the 
formation of the alliance Nebuchadnez- 
zar was married to a daughter of Cya- 
xares, who was the father of Astyages, 
the Ahasuerus of the book of Esther. 
Nebuchadnezzar, therefore, was the 
brother-in-law of Ahasuerus. 


This alliance which was in effect at 
the time the Chaldeans overran Judea 
and carried many of the people into cap- 
tivity, explains the fact that many of the 
captives were settled in Media and Per- 
sia, and also the fact that it was from 
the court in Persia that Nehemiah was 
sent to rebuild the broken-down walls 
of Jerusalem. It accounts, furthermore, 
for the fact that Astyages, or Artaxerxes, 
otherwise known as Ahasuerus, being a 
brother-in-law of Nebuchadnezzar, was 
appointed to administer the kingdom of 
Babylon during the mental illness of 
Nebuchadnezzar. 

It must be remembered that Daniel 
had large influence in Babylon at the 
time, having succeeded by his blameless 
life and statesmanlike ability, in secur- 
ing the position in the Babylonian court 
that appears to have been next to the 
king himself. It was he who foretold the 
calamity that overtook the king, and 
who also forecast the fact that it would 
last only seven years. The predicted ca- 
lamity came in due time, in accordance 
with the prediction, and the counsellors 
of Nebuchadnezzar must therefore have 
believed that at the end of seven years 
the king would recover. Does it not ap- 
pear reasonable to believe that Daniel 
would recommend that the husband of 
Esther, who was a Jewess, be appointed 
to administer the kingdom until the 
king’s recovery, and that Nebuchadnez- 
zars queen would be very likely to use 
her influence to get her brother appoint- 
ed? Also that Esther would use any in- 
fluence she might possess to secure the 
appointment of her royal husband? Pos- 
sibly there was a feeling that there 
would be grave danger in making any 
other appointment, as at the end of the 
seven years such an appointee might be 
found unwilling to relinquish the reins 
of government. And so the supposition 
that the husband of Esther was admin-

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The General Council

The C. A. rally of Thursday night 
prior to the opening of the General 
Council was high-lighted by the sermon 
of Brother W. R. Steelberg on “The Su- 
pernatural Line,” which so vividly por- 
trayed the workings of God by the Holy 
Spirit, and the need to perpetuate Pente- 
cost along the supernatural line. The 
service closed with a real moving of the 
Spirit in consecration and prayer. 

The General Council opened Friday 
morning September 8 with a devotional 
service, after which members of the 
Executive Presbytery were introduced. 
A representative from the Traffic Divi- 
sion of the Police Department was pres- 
ent to give us a word as to their rules 
and regulations. This was followed by 
greetings and welcome by Seattle's 
mayor. 

Our General Superintendent, E. S. 
Williams, spoke on Nehemiah 2 relative 
to rebuilding the walls, and the need of 
going forward in spite of opposition and 
problems. Good advice was given on the 
need of having a burden; need for pray- 
er; need for repentance for self and the 
people; for self-sacrifice; need to rebuild 
the Fish Gate, making us fishers of men; 
to rebuild the Old Gate — holiness, pur- 
ity, spiritual manifestations; to restock 
the apothecary shop — divine healing; to 
rebuild the Dung Gate, to take care of 
the messes — we need wise leaders to 
set things in order; to rebuild the Foun- 
tain Gate so there will be the “springing 
up” that others may taste and see the 
Lord is good. All of us should put our 
hands to the work, for there is no place 
for lazy ministers or people in God’s 
work. 

The afternoon session was opened 
with a devotional service, after which 
our Brother Harry Warwick introduced 
his former pastor from Oslo, Norway, 
and interpreted for him as he brought 
greetings. 

R. L. Decker, Executive Secretary of 
the National Association of Evangeli- 
cals, was introduced by Brother J. R. 
Flower, and spoke on the work of the 
Ng Gal Oe 

The rest of the afternoon and all day 
Saturday was spent in hearing the re- 
ports from the various departments. 

The General office receipts showed a 
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deficit of $32,812.78, which had to be 
made up from income from investments. 
There is need for more consistent co- 
operation on the part of the ministers in 
sending in offerings. A motion was 
passed later that the amount be raised 
to $1.50 a month instead of $1.00. 

The printing plant and boiler house 
of the new Gospel Publishing House has 
cost $1,250,000, with an indebtedness of 
$233,866.33. Plans for the administra- 
tion building are being held up pending 
further financing arrangements. 

The Radio Department still showed a 
deficit in operation, but the past year 
showed it cost only $7304.67. The Cen- 
tral Bible Institute and Seminary had a 
good report, showing a slight profit for 
a 23-month period. The Church Exten- 
sion Loan Fund showed 529 churches 
had been granted loans. The working 
fund amounts to $308,332.92. At the 
present time there are 92 others waiting 
for loans. Offerings for the Ministers’ 
Benevolence Fund have dropped in the 
last year, and there is much need for the 
churches to co-operate in these semi- 
annual offerings. Only 930 churches out 
of 5950 co-operated in the last call. 

The General Secretary reported that 
as of August 1, 1949 there are 5950 af- 
filiated and co-operating assemblies. 
The enrolled membership shows 275,- 
000, with 6225 ordained ministers and 
5497 licensed ministers and exhorters. 

A report from the Educational De- 
partment showed we had a combined 
enrollment of 3223 in our schools. Last 
year 786 were graduated. There are 13 
Bible schools receiving General Council 
endorsement. 

A comprehensive report of their publi- 
cations, conferences and programs was 
given by the Christ's Ambassadors De- 
partment. The total number of C. A.’s as 
of December 31, 1948, was 66,087, A 
total of $544,927.54 has been received 
since Speed-the-Light was inaugurated. 
The goal for 1949 is $200,000. Over 427 
vehicles have been furnished mission- 
aries, as well as radio equipment for 
Sermons in Song and the Far East 
Broadcasting Company. 

The Missions Department reported 
670 missionaries as of June 1, 1949. In 
addition to these there are 383 children 
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of the missionaries. Giving for missions} 
for 23 months amounted to $4,712,-- 
643.60, which is an increase of $402,-, 
332.62 over the 1947 report. However, a} 
serious situation is being faced along: 
financial lines, for it was shown that only 
$658.43 remained in the undesignated 
funds. We were glad to note that Sac-- 
ramento Bethel Temple and Turlock 
Bethel Temple were among the 25 lead- 
ing churches in foreign missions giving. 

The Home Missions Department re-. 
ported on the work among the Ameri. 
can Indians, Spanish, Jewish, and dea‘ 
mute work, and work in Alaska. The De-: 
partment co-operates with some of the 
Districts in their needy fields and also in 
prison work. In the biennium $203.- 
668.40 was disbursed. 


An added feature is the Departmertt 
of Benevolences, which has been set ux: 
for the operation of national and districtt 
homes for the aged and _ childrens; 
homes. In Pinellas Park, Florida, a re- 
tired ministers’ and missionaries’ home, 
which has 29 rooms, has been opened. 
The National Children’s Home, locate: 
at Hot Springs, Arkansas, has 53 child- 
ren at this time. 


The pension fund was the first matter 
brought before the General Council, be-. 
fore any new business. The plan was fox 
retirement at 65, with a stipulated an- 
nuity according to age signed up and on: 
a salary basis, and no one over 55 could 
join. The plan called for a monthly con- 
tribution of three per cent of salary by 
the minister and eight per cent by thes 
church; and 50 per cent of the ordained’ 
ministers and 50 per cent of the churches¢ 
of the District must agree to this befores 
it would become effective in a District.: 
After some discussion Saturday, the 
business session adjourned until Monday} 
morning with a motion that the election} 
of officers should start at that time. 

Sunday was a great day of spiritual 
uplift. A communion and memorial serv- 
ice was held in the morning. Sixty-eight 
ordained ministers and two missionaries‘ 
had gone home since the General Coun- 
cil in 1947, 

A grand missionary rally was wit~ 
nessed Sunday afternoon, with mission- 
aries from all over the world participat- 
ing. Over $10,000 was received in the of- 
fering. Hearts were blessed and the vii 
sion enlarged by the scene and the spirit 
manifested throughout the service. 

On Monday morning, after the nom, 
inating ballot for General Superintend- 
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ent was cast, consideration of the pen- 
sion fund was resumed. Motion for its 
adoption did not carry when it was put 
to a vote. The writer was appointed by 
the General Superintendent to be chair- 
man of a committee to investigate fur- 
ther and to bring in a pension plan at 
the next General Council. Any plan that 
the committee devises is to be sent to all 
ordained ministers and pastors of the 
churches to go over it before it is 


brought to the General Council. A mo- 


tion for churches to contribute 3 per cent 
of their offerings to the aged ministers’ 


fund instead of the twice yearly offer- 


. sible. 


ings lost when put to a vote. 

Article 14; Section 2, Line 7 in the by- 
laws was changed to read “the sum of 
$1.50 per month” instead of $1.00. So 
hereafter all ordained ministers are to 
send in $1.50 a month for General office 


_ support. The bylaws were amended to 


provide for a semi-annual report to be 
sent by the General Treasurer to the 


_ District Treasurer showing the co-oper- 
_ ation of the ministers. This is to be pub- 
lished or notification sent to the minis- 


ters as agreed upon in each District. 
Article 10, Section 5, Line 7 of the by- 
laws was amended, making it necessary 
to receive approval of the Educational 
Department, along with that of the Dis- 


‘trict, before schools can be started. 


It was passed that the matter of elec- 
tion of non-resident executive presby- 
ters is to be brought up at the next Gen- 
eral Council as that is a constitutional 
change. The Districts are to take this 
up for approval. 

According to the action taken, the 


4 minutes of the General Council will be 


printed and put into the hands of the 
ministers and churches as soon as pos- 


It was also voted to hold the General 


Council session hereafter in the third 


week of August. 
After several ballots, Brother Wesley 


_P. Steelberg was elected to be the new 


General Superintendent. A_ resolution 
expressing appreciation of the services 
of General Superintendent E. S. Wil- 
liams for the past 20 years was passed 
unanimously with sincere thanks and 
highest esteem, and a love offering of 
$819 was taken. It was voted to estab- 
lish a fitting memorial to honor him for 
his years of work. This was left in the 
hands of the Executive Presbytery. The 
following day, upon motion passed, 
——— 
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Brother Williams was made an honorary 
member of the Executive Presbytery. It 
was later suggested that the constituency 
send in additional offerings so as to get 
the Williams a new automobile. 


During the balloting for the four As- 
sistant General Superintendents home 
missions matters were considered, re- 
sulting in the passing of the motion that 
the large Districts should help the 
smaller Districts to establish churches. 


On Tuesday morning the report of the 
results of the nominating ballot showed 
that G. F. Lewis, R. M. Riggs, and Fred 
Vogler were re-elected to the office of 
Assistant General Superintendent. Af- 
ter several more ballots were cast, Bert 
Webb, Superintendent of the Southern 
Missiouri District, was elected as the 
fourth Assistant General Superintend- 
ent, succeeding W. R. Steelberg in that 
office. 


The resignation of Stanley Frodsham 
as editor of the Pentecostal Evangel was 
read, and special prayer was requested 
for him. He has served for 33 years. His 
successor will be chosen by the General 
Presbytery. Expression of appreciation 
of his work was considered, including 
a suggestion that his name be inscribed 
somewhere in the new Gospel Publish- 
ing House. A motion was passed to au- 
thorize the Executive Presbytery to 
make such a decision, and a love offer- 
ing of over $400 was received for him. 

Invitations for the General Council in 
1951 came from several cities. The invi- 
tation from Atlanta, Georgia, pressed 
by officials from that part of the coun- 
try, was later accepted. 

A lengthy resolution disapproving the 
practices of the new “Latter Rain” order 
was passed. Mimeographed copies later 
were given out to be taken home. 

Brother J. R. Flower was re-elected 
General Secretary on the nominating 
ballot. In like manner W. A. Brown was 
returned to the office of General Treas- 
urer and Noel Perkin to that of Foreign 
Missions Secretary. 

Following a motion to send a cable- 
gram of greeting to all Assemblies of 
God chaplains, another motion was 
passed to send a telegram to the Presi- 
dent of the United States assuring him 
of our interest in current affairs and 
times and giving assurance of our pray- 
ers in his behalf. 

The final roster report, on Wednesday 


morning, showed 1780 voting members 
and a total registration of 2595. This 
was a much larger attendance than at 
the 1947 General Council in Grand Rap- 
ids, Michigan. 

After some discussion, it was passed 
that we affirm our affiliation with the Na- 
tional Association of Evangelicals and 
that we also affiliate with the Pentecostal 
Fellowship of North America. 

Following a lengthy discussion it was 
voted that the General Council approve 
the action of the Educational Commit- 
tee as to the accreditation of C.B.I. and 
the granting of degrees. It was later 
passed that the General Council consti- 
tution be amended to show that de- 
grees would never be a requirement for 
the ministry. This is to be an order of 
business at the next General Council 
session. 

Those elected as non-resident execu- 
tive presbyters are W. I. Evans, A. A. 
Wilson, D. P. Holloway, and Bartlett 
Peterson. 

A new Article 15 is to be Department 
of Benevolence, and Article 16 is to be 
“Institutions” in our bylaws. 

Expressions of appreciation for their 
fine hospitality and co-operation were 
made to the officers of the Northwest 
District, the Mayor of Seattle, the Gov- 
ernor of Washington, the newspapers 
and others who helped to make the visit 
of the members and delegates a pleasant 
one. Thus closed the General Council on 
Wednesday afternoon.

October — Enlargement Campaign Month 


October is here! October, month of 
cool days sifted through brilliant leaves; 
month of zest and zeal! October brings 
beauty and renewed energy. October 
brings the beginning of the new Sunday

NATIONAL SUNDAY SCHOOL EN- 
LARGEMENT CAMPAIGN MONTH. 
October this year is special. Special be- 
cause it brings a special, united effort on 
the part of Assemblies of God Sunday 
schools all over the nation. 


Summer is ended. Vacation time is 
over. Boys and girls are back in school. 
Dad is back on the job. It’s time to arouse 
ourselves! There is much “land to be 
possessed” and we need to enlist the 
help of the entire Sunday school to do 
the job. 

Of course, you have already planned 
your Rally Day for October 2. However, 
we defeat ourselves when we think that 
rally day is sufficient within itself. Rally 
day is only to get us started, to arouse us 
to vigorous action so that we may con- 
tinue the work for the ensuing year. 
PLAN AN ENLARGEMENT CAMPAIGN 

We need to follow up rally day with a 
concentrated enlargement campaign. To 
begin with, we need to set a date to 
begin. Workers need to be enlisted and 
then brought together to be instructed 
as to procedure. They need to have the 
plan for the enlargement campaign ex- 
plained to them and what their partic- 
ular field of labor will be. 

PREPARE PROSPECT LIST 
FAMILY CENSUS 

First of all, let’s take a family census. 
We have a lot of folk attending our Sun- 
day schools whose brothers, sister, par- 
ents, daughters, sons and relatives are 
not attending Sunday school anywhere. 
We already have a hook in their jaw be- 
cause someone in their family attends 
our Sunday school. Give every member 
in your Sunday school a family census 
card. Have them fill it out with the 
name, address and relationship of the 
various members of their family and 
then turn it in to the Sunday school of- 
fice. These names should be placed on a 
prospect list and given to the workers 
who have been chosen to do visitation 
work who will follow up these leads and 
encourage these prospects to come to 
Sunday school. 

HOME BIBLE CLUBS 

Something that has been paying big 
dividends is the home Bible clubs that 
a number of our churches have been 
conducting. One church held weekly 
classes in the various homes of the city 
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where they had an enrollment of over 
300 boys and girls. This enrollment will 
give any Sunday school a marvelous list 
of prospects for the enlargement cam- 
paign. 

SUNDAY SCHOOL VISITORS 

Another source of information con- 
cerning prospects is the hundreds of 
people who visit our Sunday schools 
once or twice and then do not come 
back again. It is an evident fact that they 
at least have a little interest, otherwise 
they would never have come to Sunday 
school at all. We never get the names 
and addresses of large numbers of those 
who visit our Sunday schools, and there- 
fore miss a marvelous opportunity of 
building an important part of our pros- 
pect list. 

COMMUNITY CENSUS 

Have you ever driven down the street 
and wondered who lived in that little 
bungalow on the right hand side of the 
street? Then the question came to you 
“I wonder if they ever think about God?” 
Or perhaps the question, “Do you sup- 
pose they ever go to church anywhere?” 
Or the question might present itself to 
cur minds like this, “I wonder what their 
reaction would be if I were tu stop in 
for a visit and invite them to the house 
of the Lord next Sunday?” You would 
probably be surprised to know that they 
have had some teaching in the past con- 
cerning the things of the Lord and way 
down deep in their hearts, right now, is 
a hunger for the touch of the Lord upon 
their souls. BUT the question is, “How 
am I going to find out?” One of the best 
answers to that question is a religious 
census of your community. You will be 
surprised to find how many prospects 
there are in your neighborhood for your 
Sunday school if you will go out and 
find them. 

HOW TO TAKE A CENSUS 

The first thing to do is map out your 
territory. The territory that you want to 
cover should then be cut into sections 
with about four square blocks to each 
section. You choose the workers that you 
want to do this and assign them to their 
section. It is best to put two people to a 
section and let one work one side of the 
street while the other one works the 
other side of the street. They will be 
responsible for the completion of the 
census in that section. 

The cards are taken as they come in 
and separated into groups. The first 
group will be those who you feel are the 
best prospects. The next group will be 
those who are prospective but not so 


much so as the first group. Then you 
will have another group who definitely 
are not prospects. They belong to an 
other church, etc. | 

After the census is taken and you! 
cards are grouped, you will then take 
your workers who are to do visitatior 
work and give them a number of thes 
prospects that were found in the taking 
of the census, and they follow up the 
census work, inviting them to attend the 
Sunday school. If they do not come or 
the first invitation, the workers will have 
to visit them again. They may have to be 
visited several times before they attend 
but the reward will come when they find 
the Lord as their Saviour.

“SAMOA The Winkelmans 


E (Brother and Sister Herman Winkel- 
“man have been giving out the gospel 
message in Pago Pago, American Samoa 
for many years. They, too, have had the 
joy of seeing souls in darkness won to 
the Lord Jesus Christ.) 
We thank God for giving us two pre- 
cious native workers; they are surely 
growing in the Lord. One preached in 
the village of Aua last Sunday. We have 
“named him Timothy, for he is to us what 
Timothy was to Paul. The other we have 
“named Paul, for he has renounced the 
old life completely and even the old 
_heathenish customs, and this is quite a 
stand for even though the Samoans go to 
church, they are not always willing to 
" give up their old practices. But we thank 
God for those that have given up those 
' things and taken a bold stand for the 
Lord. 
We expect to start a work in another 
_ village in the eastern district. We are 
surely glad for our jeep. We have dis- 
- tributed quite a bit of literature in the 
schools and villages. We do not have 
“many miles of road here in Tutila, but 
we can reach many villages by car. 
The work here at the Pago station is 
_ growing too. One family of six has come 
in. We have a good group of young peo- 
ple both here and in Aua. The number 
_ in our Sunday school is increasing, espe- 
"cially in the primary classes. The little

ones are eager to learn so they can an- 
swer the questions on the lessons. We 
trust that the seed sown in their hearts 
will bring forth fruit if Jesus tarries. 


EL SALVADOR The Arthur Lindvalls 


(Brother and Sister Lindvall are serv- 
ing at the same station with Brother and 
Sister Ralph Williams, in Santa Ana. 
This involves Bible school work, local 
church responsibilities, and helping in 
the outstations, as well as distribution of 
Bibles and gospel literature.) 


Perhaps you are wondering how the 
work grows here in El Salvador and 
what methods are used. Here is what 
has happened in a large section to the 
north of Santa Ana, where until last 
September we had only two churches. 
For the past two years and more, the 
pastor of one of these churches, Fulgen- 
cio Ortiz, a lean, typically Indian-tea- 
tured man, has visited one after another 
of the little communities beyond his 
church, preaching where he had the op- 
portunity. When any accepted the mes- 
sage, he would return periodically to 
that place and preach. In this way he 
has entered almost every town and vil- 
lage in that mountainous area, on foot. 
This was his extra-curricular activity be- 
sides pastoring his church. 

Already the Lord is giving him the 
harvest. Last October churches were or- 
ganized in two new towns, and at the 
annual Conference that section was 
made a separate district with Brother 
Ortiz as the presbyter. At a fellowship 
meeting in one of these churches, the 
pastor said that he could no longer cope 
with the work; so his church was divided 
and a new one was formed. The mother 
church still has six outstations or campos 
blancos, and the new one was allotted 
five others. And within a few months an- 
other of his campos, he says, will need a 
full time pastor. 

Santa Ana seems unusually quiet af- 
ter the din of the July festivals. The re- 
cent fiesta was in honor of the patron 
saint, Santa Ana, who is supposed to be 
the grandmother of Jesus. The climax 
came on the last day when the people 
carried a stand bearing the statues of 
Santa Ana, her husband, and the Virgin 
Mary all over town. The priest went 
along to bless the homes of those who 
had paid sufficient money for this priv- 
ilege. These houses were beautifully 
decorated with palm _ branches and 
flowers, and the street outside thickly 
strewn with pine needles. Some had 
hung fine lace curtains outside in honor 


of the saint. 

The main circus of the festival was 
about a block from our church. As peo- 
ple were constantly passing by, we set 
up a book table in the front entrance. 
With the offer of free tracts, many were

drawn to the table to purchase Gospel 
portions at the special price of one cen- 
tavo (two-fifths of a cent). We were 
amazed at the interest people showed. | 
Twice a passing bus stopped to let some- 
cone come in to the table. During the 
three days over a thousand portions 
were sold, and many stopped to hear the 
gospel message which was going forth 
over the public address system. 

In preparation for the festival, the 
pastor of our church conducted a two- 
week’s prayer campaign. During these 
weeks and the following week of spe- 
cial meetings, at least 17 accepted Christ 
as Saviour and six received the baptism 
of the Holy Spirit. Some 30 or more made 
confession of sin. Pray with us that this 
will be just the beginning of a real out- 
pouring of the Holy Spirit in this church 
and in this needy country. 

Last Saturday night we went up into 
the mountains to a fellowship meeting 
or confraternidad in a little church which 
is just being completed. It is just a simple 
frame building set in the midst of a 
dense growth of coffee and banana trees. 
But there were at least 400 people there 
to hear the Word of God preached. And 
we have no way of knowing how many 
more heard it through the loud speakers. 
After the service several came forward 
for salvation kneeling on the dirt floor, 
which had been covered with cypress 
twigs. 

In September our Central American 
Bible Institute opens for its four-months 
term. Students come from Guatemala, 
Honduras, and Nicaragua, as well as 
from our own El Salvador. Requests are 
coming to us from many places (at least 
six new churches have been opened so 
far this year) for workers to come and 
preach the gospel, and much of the time 
we have no one that we can send. Pray 
with us for these students, that the Lord 
of harvest will send forth laborers. Any 
that we might call will be failures, but 
if He does the calling they will be able 
to stand in the time of testing.

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Women’s Missionary Council 


A challenge to help in spreading the 
Gospel through the work of the Wom- 
ens Missionary Council was presented 
by Mrs. Erickson, president of Southern 
California District, who presided at the 
women’s meetings. She said: “Every 
woman and every group has a definite 
responsibility.” Keen interest was mani- 
fested by the many who attended, and 
the last meeting was held in the large 
auditorium. Space will not allow detail 
of all the suggestions and ideas present- 
ed; so we will try to prepare a list to 
send out to the local groups. Mrs. Erick- 
son was assisted by Mrs. George Car- 
michael and Mrs. Edith Whipple from 
the Foreign Missions Department at 
Springfield, Mrs. Crump from Texas, 
and Mrs. Walton from Oregon. 


The challenge of home life was pre- 
sented by Mrs. J. R. Flower of Spring- 
field. W.M.C. groups should encourage 
the family altar which promotes godli- 
ness in the home, helps our young peo- 
ple, and can raise new standards of 
prayer in our churches. She told of her 
“Homemakers Class” of young mothers 
who gather at the church on Tuesday 
mornings to be taught practical truths 
from the Word of God. 

Three phases of spreading the gospel: 
by the printed page, by radio and by 
phonograph, and how the W.M.C. can 
help were presented by John Hodges, 
Kenneth Short, and John Hall respec- 
tively. Vida, a sixteen page booklet is 
proving to be very effective among the 
Spanish-speaking people of the Latin- 
American countries. Three issues, with- 
out date, have been printed. For $4 sent 
to the Foreign Missions Department, 
Springfield, Mo., 100 copies will be sent 
to a designated missionary. Tracts in the 
Spanish language are also available for 
this project. The wonderful work now 
being accomplished by the Far East 
Broadcasting Station at Manila is a sam- 
ple of what could be done all over the 
Orient if there were radio receiving sets 
on the many islands of the Philippines, 
Japan, and even parts of China. These 
receiving sets can be purchased for $20 
_ each and are tuned for this one station. 
On the other side of the world, the key 
to evangelism in West Africa is the 
translation of parts of the Bible into the 
African dialects. The whole New Testa- 
ment has been translated into the Mossi 
language, also the books of Genesis and 
Jonah. The Gospel of John has been 
translated into other dialects as well. Re- 
cordings have been made of Scripture 
readings and songs in the native lan- 
guages, and crowds will gather to hear 
music and words in their own tongue 
coming out of a box. Phonographs can 
be purchased for $10 and records for 50 
cents each. There are translations in 185 
different languages. Each record will 
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play about 2,000 times, so this is a very 
reasonable way to give out the gospel. 
Another project would be to supply sten- 
cils, mimeograph paper, and such sup- 
plies for translation work, or offerings 
toward a duplicator or a printing press. 

A large poster illustrated what not to 
send in relief packages: “No trousers 
without seats, no shoes without soles, 
10 sweaters without elbows.” Names and 
addresses of pastors who will distribute 
relief clothing, and names of families 
can be given upon request from a mime- 
ographed list that was given out. Broth- 
er G. Kinderman also gave me an ad- 
dress for sending children’s clothing to 
a refugee home in Germany; and Broth- 
er Frank Smith, a chaplain in Germany 
closely connected with the German 
Youth Association as a Counselor for 
the Youth for Christ, will distribute any- 
thing sent to him. These addresses will 
also be given upon request. 

Mrs. Lyle Johnson from the Children’s 
Home in Juneau, Alaska, is “Auntie” to 
her large family and her husband is 
“Pop. She was saved and healed in 
Juneau 16 years ago, and with the help 
of the Lord has since made her home a 
refuge for deserted children from broken 
homes, which are the result of liquor in 
every case. This home is now owned by 
the Assemblies of God. She thanks God 
for the W.M.C., and the boxes are al- 
ways joyfully received at the home in 
Juneau and also at the Cather home. (I 
will be glad to send illustrated pamph- 
lets about these homes. ) 

The Oregon “Notion Dolls” were a 
sight to behold and are “fearfully and 
wonderfully made.” They were large 
and small, fancy and plain, but all defi- 
nitely had “personality.” The dolls were 
made of such articles as all kinds of 
kitchen tools, pot cleaners, dish mops, 
notions of all kinds, shaving creams, 
tooth paste, laundry and hand soap, 
handkerchiefs, aprons, towels, pillow 
cases, toilet tissue, pencils, clothes pins, 
cans of jam, cranberry sauce and straw- 
berries, cans of hard candy and choco- 
late syrup, packages of brown sugar, 
raisins, gelatine, tapioca, rice, and many 
other articles, including jar lids. The 
drums of food and clothing sent all over 
the world this last year from Oregon in- 
cluded 10,000 cans of fruit, vegetables, 
nut meats, fruit cakes, dried prunes. and 
raisins, meat, stews and soups. 

Meals were served cafeteria style in 
the basement, and dinner with the mis- 
sionaries was a treat, as it gave oppor- 
tunity to meet many we have read about 
and seen their pictures in the Challenge 
and the Evangel. One evening the work 
of the WMC was presented to the mis- 
sionaries by the presidents from South- 
ern California, Oregon, Texas, and 
Northern California and Nevada Dis- 


tricts. The missionaries, some who hac 
returned from long terms on the field 
were delighted with what is being done 
at home to help them. A lady from Port 
land announced that each missionary 
who went to a certain store in Seattl 
would receive up to $100 worth of 
books. They were hesitant to go and in 
credulous at first, but after several of th 
missionaries availed themselves of th 
offer, many more went and also received 
Northern California and Nevada mis; 
sionaries at the convention were Hal and 
Naomi Lehmann and Harold and Ger 
aldine Rhodes who will be itinerating 
until time for their return to Gold Coast} 
Africa; Harold Headrick and Elsie Simp: 
kins from Hawaii and Brother and Sis; 
ter John Lindvall from Europe. )

A suggestion was alsa 
offered that perhaps in the future the 
district W. M. C. leaders could meet fe 
one day at the time of the national Sun, 
day School convention and discuss theix 
work. h

Germ Warfare 

Germ warfare is another force that is 
certain to be used. Dr. Theodor Rose- 
bury was chief of the airborne infection 
project of the U. S. biological warfare. 
In his recent book, Peace or Pestilence 
he tells us that even if one ounce of pure 
botulinus toxin might kill 200,000,000 
humans, “other BW agents may be con- 
siderably more potent.” 

Faster, Smarter, Electronic Brain 

Harvard University has introduced a 
new electronic brain, its fastest and 
smartest. The new wizard is known as 
Mark III, and is 20 times faster than its 
companion, Mark II. It can solve mathe- 
matical problems in a fraction of a sec- 
ond, whereas a human being would re- 
quire days, years or perhaps centuries 
to work out the same problem. 

The Mark III combines both electron- 
ics and mechanics in its operation. It has 
a new type memory system which is cap- 
able of storing 64,000 digits and leading 
the computing part of the machine 
through a complex mathematical prob- 
lem of 4,000 steps. In all, the new mach- 
ine weighs 10 tons. It is about 80 feet 
long and 15 feet wide. 

Atom Bomb “Obsolete” 

The atom bomb has been made obso- 
lete by a_ biological product, seven 
ounces of which is enough to kill every 
one in the world,” states Dr. Brock 
Chisholm, Canadian Director-General of 
the World Health Organization. 


In one of his strongest speeches, Dr. 
Chisholm added: “The atom bomb is 
obsolete. Relatively speaking it is child’s 
play compared to biological weapons.” 

He said there was a biological product 
in existence which, if spread extensively, 
killed on contact or if breathed in. 

“Tt can kill all living beings within six 
hours—and leave the area safe for troops 
to occupy within the 12 hours it takes to 
oxidize and disappear,” he added. 

“One war may kill as many as 90 per 
cent of the world’s people. One after 
that, we may be sure, will be totally effi- 
cient.”
